1 1rpflNYT.TM | who is presently confined at the JTe£iL 5 -J>epartment 
of Corrections at Huntsville, Texas. She reiterated she does 
not know this person and that- aha does not believe OSWALD 
b ever knew him. She c^ld in October, 1962, ehe was residing 
either at Mercedes Street in Fort Worth or in the homes of 
friends in Dallas. She did not reside in the Oak Cliff section 
during the period of October, 1962. She recalls living in & 

: white frame house with a front porch, but this was located on 

Mercedes Street in Fort Worth. It was a duplex. The people 
who lived on the other aids were a young couple. The woman was 
pregnant. MARINA does not recall «he and OSWALD having any 
neighbor identified as an older woman who might have cauaed 
trouble between MARINA, and OSWALD. She does not recall OSWALD 
ever bringing a man to her houee either on Mercedes Street or 
f where she was living with friends in Dallas. She said ehe 
does cot recall any occasion when she walked from her house 
to a car with OSWALD and thereafter OSWALD got in the car and 
drove off with a ia*a* 
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MARINA advised that to her knowledge she has never ■ 
heard of the Texae Import-Export Company of Fort Worth, Texas. 
She said shs has had do employment in the United States, nor 
has she been connected with any mercantile or commercial enter- 
* prise. She does not recall OSWALD being connected with any 
concern by this name. . • .... • . 
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MARINA said ahe knows of no Russian officials or 
intelligence officers that OSWALD contacted in Russia with 
the exception of those individuals he may have contacted for 
the purpose of obtaining the necessary documentation relat- 
ing to his stay in Russia or his subsequent departure with 
ber * 

She advised of further information concerning 
Colo NIC0LAI#tkS IONOV. She had a girl friend whose boy friend 
"^as" a distant relative of AKS10N0V. This girl friend and her 
boy friend did on occasions visit the OSWALDS at their apart* 
meet. She recalls this boy mentioning the AKSlONOVs, She 
recalls he mentioned on one occasion that AKSI0N0V s s wife V 

had bad an affair with another man. She said that this boy 
had several conversations with OSWALD out of her hearing, 
and it is entirely possible he may have furnished other facts 
concerning the background and family of AXSIOUOV without her • - 
knowledge o 

- KARINA said ahe was not interested in conversing on 
political matters with OSWALD. Whenever he began a conversation 
along these lines, she would -simply tell him that she was not 
interested. She recall© telling him in New Orleans at the 
time he was passing out the "Hands Off Cuba” circulars that 
no one would Join his movement as most people had families sad 
had to take care of them. She recalls telling OSWALD that the 
United States is a rich country and that almost everyone owns 
a home and OSWALD could, not promise land or other things and , 
thereby gain followersc .
